Arriving at the Pioneer park 
exhibit all prepared to snap a 
picture and run, this reporter’s 
request to take a picture of the 
actual judging was met with the 
type of stares he would have re­ 
ceived had he attempted to en­ 
ter a flower box of crab grass. 
“The judges must have abso­ 
lute privacy to concentrate,” ex­ 
plained a garden club member 
in hushed tones. She added, after 
glancing over her shoulder, that 
a co-chairman of the show had 
‘‘actually been banished from the 
judges’ presence while they were 
looking 
over 
the 
artistic ex­ 
hibits.”

AND ABSOLUTE privacy the 
six ladies had, as nervous Gar­ 
den club members kept vigil out­ 
side the exhibition rooms, while 
two members followed the judges 
about, bestowing first, second, or 
third place ribbons as indicated 
by the judges. 
The only interruption occurred 
when the reporter, loitering out­ 
side an exhibition room, heard a 
judge ask, “Well, isn’t this the 
female and the other the male?” 
With that his head popped inside 
the room to make certain they 
hadn’t switched 
exhibitions 
on 
him while he was waiting to take 
a picture. 
He was reassured, however, 
when the scene revealed one of 
the ladies sighting down a glad­ 
iola stem as if it were a shotgun 
barrel. 
“Too bad it hasn’t got more 
stem,” she said, with a critical 
shake of the head, as she moved 
to the next exhibit. And the next 


exhibit? Let the judges describe 
it: 
First Judge—‘Do any of you 
girls know what this is? It looks 
like a ‘Be-Bop’ (sic) to me. I 
wonder if it could be a type of 
windflower.” 
Sec cmd Judge—(Holding “Be- 
Bop” up to light) “It’s coming 
right along, though it is a little 
speckeled.” 
Third Judge—“They s h o u l d 
have washed it better; let’s give 
it a second place.” 
And they did. 


FROM FLOWERS, the three 
judges proceeded to the plant and 
vegetable room where a fresh { 
challenge awaited them in the 
form of a cucumber. 
It seems they couldn’t deter­ 
mine if there were one or two 
specimens 
represented 
by 
the 
three cucumbers present. 
After huddling over a manual, 
and a judge’s remark that, “I’m 
certainly going to read up on 
cucumbers,” they decided 
two 
species were present and award­ 
ed two first and a second. 
A raspberry, five of them in 
fact, brought gasps of admiration 
from the judges, who gave the 
entry a blue ribbon. 
Ifs a long way from a perfect 
raspberry to a bug eaten beet, 
but less than a foot away from 
the fuzzy little berries was a 
really beat beet. “I wrouldn’t even 
consider this, it’s full of bugs and 
much too large.” pronounced a 
judge, looking disdainfully at the 
offensive beet. 
Perhaps taking pity upon such 
an obviously inferior beet, an­ 
other judge was moved to re­ 
mark, “You know there is a large 
type of beet they grow to feed 
livestock.” 
‘Well this is a garden show, 
not a stock show.” said the first 
judge firmly, and that was that. 
Had there been further discus­ 
sion about the beefs lineage, the 
judges if they so desired, could 
have taken a bite out of the vege­ 
table. Edibility is one of the cri­ 
teria for judging in the horticul­ 
ture class, and judges are per­ 
mitted to taste if they are so 
moved.

THAT JUDGES are held sacro­ 
sanct by horticulture enthusiasts 
is not surprising when one con­ 
siders that to become an accred­ 
ited judge if6 necessary, among 
other things, to complete five I 
courses of study in such sub­ 
jects as color and design. A total 


of five years is often spent in 
completing the courses. 
Aspiring judges must also cap­ 
ture blue ribbon honors in five 
shows and assist in judging five 
shows before they become full- 
fledged judges. In addition they 
are required to return to school 
every three years for refresher 
courses.

Accordingly, 
a to rt liability could not be as­ 
serted against the state or any 
of its subdivisions because of the 
negligent acts of its agents.

ships, child-parent adjustment, old 
age, mental and physical handi­ 
caps and other human difficulties 
and has performed an inestimable 
service for the northwest commu­ 
nities. 
IN MANY WAYS, the work of 
the agency, established in 1957 by 
a group of school authorities, cler­ 
gymen, village officials, 
physi­ 
cians, newspapers and other pub­ 
lic-spirited citizens, is a form of 
preventive medicine. 
Problems 
with which it deals, when neg­ 
lected .often turn into family and 
community tragedies; mental ill­ 
ness, crime, divorce and juvenile 
delinquency. 
For example: Ac­ 
cording to one study, psychological 
factors arc behind more than 80 
per cent of industrial accidents. 
And most employe emotional dis­ 
turbances are caused by stresses 
outside of m anagem ent’s control, 
such as the worker’s family prob­ 
lems. 
When a m an’s problems affect 


, his attendance and efficiency on [ 
the job, the situation often is re- j 
ferred to the personnel m anager, 
w’ho may not have the time tor j 
personal counseling or the train­ 
ing to deal with complicated fam- j 
ily situations that need profession­ 
al attention. 
That is when Fam ­ 
ily Service proves its worth.

O N E SU CH C A SE that occurred 
in a Chicago suburb much like our 
own is typical. 
Mr. A. was a skilled mechanic 
for a large manufacturing plant. 
He had been making costly mis- 
! takes on the job recently, how­ 
ever, and sometimes didn’t even 
show up for work. Learning that 
Mr. A was having trouble 
at 
home, the plant personnel man­ 
ager 
thought 
Family 
Service 
might be able to help. 
The 
professional 
caseworker 
soon learned that shortly before, 
Mrs. A had packed her bags and 
moved out. This left her husband 
with three young children to care 
for. 
Since he couldn’t find a re­ 
liable baby sitter, he often had 


to stay home himself. And w hen’ 
he did go to work, he was so 
worried about his m arriage and 
children that he couldn’t keep 
his mind on the job. 
Family Service helped Mr. A 
solve his most immediate prob­ 
lems first, the care of the chil­ 
dren. Then started the long task 
of helping the As rebuild their 
m arriage. 
When located, Mrs. A said she, 
too, was worried about h?r chil­ 
dren, but insisted that her hus-, 
band was brutal and inconsider­ 
ate. 
Once he had even slapped 
her. That’s when she walked out. 
• * * 
IT WAS MR. A who supplied 
the reason for that fight and many j 
others. His wife insisted on hold-, 
ing a part time job as a waitress I 
and he felt the only reason she ( 
wanted to work was so she would 
meet other men. She denied this, j 
The caseworker found that both I 
came from unhappy homes. Mr. j 
A’s mother had left her husband ’ 
and son for another man. 
Mrs. | 
A had a domineering and brutal ; 
father who beat her mother. This 
was the picture of m arriage each j 
had. 
When the As were helped to un­ 
derstand, through counseling, that 
they were reacting to their m a r-: 
riage and to each other in term s 
of unhappy childhood m em ories,1 
instead of in term s of real facts, 
things started to improve. They 
began to work as a team instead 
of each expecting the worst from 
the other. 
When last heard from, Mr. A 
had received a raise and a pro­ 
motion and they were building a 
new home.

Bold Planning 
Suburb A eed: Steve 


Tile advancing frontiers of sub­ 
urban subdivisions represent an 
“ urban sprawl which cries out 
for bold planning to serve the 
needs of future generations.” ac­ 
cording to Stephen A. Mitchell, 
form er chairm an of the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
‘Our population 
growth 
has 
been so great, our cities have 
been expanding so rapidly, that 
ive must act quickly or we will 
lose an opportunity that still re­ 
m ains,” said Mitchell at a m eet­ 
ing in Springfield last week. 
* * * 
HE CITED AS an example the 
need for recreaion areas. 
“More leisure and greater in­ 
com e.” 
he said, 
“ places 
new 
em phasis on leisure time activ­ 
ities. Yet we find that little p lan -1 
mng is given to suburban areas 
as they mushroom across the 
landscape. Houses go up. towns 
are built, and before we know it 
some suburbs are confronted with 
the very thing for which they fled 
the city — great density of pop­ 
ulation.” 
‘We are growing so fast that 
the passage of every month with­ 
out definite plans for recreation 
areas represents an irrevocable 
loss in some p an of the state,” 
he added. 
He said that the possible sale 
of the historically valuable Indian 
mounds near East St. Louis is an 
exam ple of the 
“ breakdown 
in 
essential planning that has char­ 
acterized the 
Stratton 
adminis­ 
tration for seven years.” 
Mitchell described the Indian 
mounds as the largest in North 


America. He referred to them as 
a rich source for study and re­ 
search by our archeologists and 
historians. The mounds, he said, 
were on th* periphery of the 
state park, but were not included 
within it. They now stand in the 
midst of a rapidly-expanding in­ 
dustrial area. He explained that 
negotiations are now' under way 
to sell this land to a subdivider 
who will level the mounds and 
build 
homes 
where 
they now 
stand. 
• 
• 
* 
HE CONTINUED: 
“The state of Illinois should 
not 
be deprived of this land. 
These mounds should be avail­ 
able for research by our scholars 
and scientists. The very idea of 
eliminating them should be as 
unthinkable as plowing up Chi­ 
cago’s G rant Park and building 
a factory on it.” 
Mitchell argued that planning 
was necessary' to preserve these 
green areas that will serve to 
prevent suburban areas from be­ 
ing overtaken by the problems 
that accompany the dense popu­ 
lation of most cities. 
He concluded: 
“We m ust assess our resources. 
We must make comprehensive 
plans for the utlization of all 
our land, our w ater and our min­ 
erals. We must study their use 
in relation to the demands made 
upon them. 
“ And we must be forever on 
guard to protect them against 
needless destruction or exploita­ 
tion for private gain.”

Arlington’s Varied Park Program Designed for All 


Use the Want Ads— It Pays

What is a park? They t a k e 
many forms. A vast wildern e ss 
tract, a playground, a f o r rn a1 
square with fountains and flow­ 
ers. sports fields, an amusement 
center, a picnic area, a tot lot, 
a beach, a swimming pool, a gar­ 
den. or a zoo can be a park. 
What is a park in A r I i n gton 
Heights? Certainly it is not all of 
these things. Tne board of park 
commissioners has no desire to 
develop all of these types. Parks 
must be suited to the needs of the 
particular community and while 
all kinds of parks are enjoyed by 
local people w e don’t need them 
all within the village limits. 
In Chicago or 
any 
big 
city 
many parks are just places where 
hemmed-in apartm ent dwell e rs 
can enjoy some grass and trees. 
Childrn can romp while adults 
sit in the sun. In A r l i n g t o n 
Heights everyone has a nice yard 
with their own lawn and flowers. 
Kids don't have to go to the park 
to get away from traffic and find 
space to run. * * * 
IX OCR lovely suburb a park 
is a place to do things you can't 
1 do at home. It’s a place for ac­ 
tivities like swimming, skating, 
baseball, tennis, and so forth. It 
provides a meeting place f o r 
community groups and equipment 
for their activities. 
Consequently the park district 
might be called the A r I i n gton 
Heights 
recreation department. 
Our w’ork is more sim ilar to the 
sterotyped idea of a recreation 
department than a parks depart­ 
ment with pastorale emphasis. 
The Illinois enabling law under 
w h i c h communities establ i sh 
park communities to establish 
whatever type of program best 
meets their needs and pocket- 
books. By referendum the people 
decide whether they want to pay 
just a corporate tax to establish 
and maintain parks or whether 
they also want a recreation tax 
to pay for the equipment a n d 
supervision for 
games, 
sports, 
and social activities. Some com­ 
munities may want only a few 
beauty spots and road parkways. 
Other like Arlington H e i g h ts 
want parks for what its people 
can do in them. Our homes and 
elm lined streets are beautiful by 
themselves and 
parks 
just 
to 


look at are unnecessary. 
. 
* * * 
CONSEQUENTLY our p a r k 
board’s policy is to develop parks ! 
for recreational use. We maintain ! 
a few s t r e e t triangles, a me­ 
morial park, and some miscel- j 
laneous beauty spots, but the de­ 
velopment of the 
park system 
with the v I 11 a ge’s growth 
is 
geared to providing a neighbor­ 
hood playground park within a 
half mile of each doorstep and 
a community center park within 
one mile of each home. T h e se 


parks must be large enough to be 
economically maintained and laid 
out to accommodate the recrea­ 
tion tastes of their patrons.

Although Uni 
tas completed 24 of 46 passes, the Cards 
had no trouble with Ewbank's defending 
champs. 
What about the Bears? “The Bears 
haven’t gone all out to win in the evhibitions as In the past,” 
Connor said, “ and yet they’re still winning. (George Halas’ club 
suffered its first exhibition defeat Saturday to the Cleveland 
Browns, 33-81.) 
“A big difference has been in the quarterbacking where the 
quarterbacks are on their own and not the victims of brain-washing 
— as in the past. And a rookie end from Southern Methodist has 
been a valuable addition. 
“Willard D ew fall is playing a tight end and is the main reason 
why the Bears’ ground game is working so well. He is a better block­ 
er than Bill McColl and with backs like Willie Galimore and Rick 
Casares, that blocking is invaluable.” 
Connor feels that Marion Hill, a pass-catching sensation from 
little Florence Teachers College in Florence, Ala., is now the “Hill 
of old” after a bout with injuries, and that end Jim Dooley has 
finally come into his own. 
“I felt that Dooley had developed an aversion to crowds — 
those in the middle of the field. But Jim looked great against the 
Giants and may have found himself.” 
C:nnor pointed to a weakness in the offensive line as one of 
the main drawbacks on the current Bears’ aggregation. 
In analyzing some of the other clubs in the NFL, Connor 
Indicated that Green Bay looked like the most improved team. 
“There’s a new spirit at Green Bay under Vince Lombardi.” 
A packaging engineer for Hoerner Boxes, Inc. of Chicago, Con­ 
nor also feels the Cardinals will be a contender in the Eastern Con­ 
ference and “with good quarterbacking, could win that league.”

After serving in the Navy, Connor transferred to Notre 
Dame and captained the Fighting Irish to two National titles, 
twice earning All-America honors. 
As a coach with the Bears, Connor reflected, “When I was 
with the offense, the defense was great. When I was with the de­ 
fense, the offense was great! 
"Then I decided to work with the Green Bay broadcasts. The 
Packers’ record bears this out. 
“I guess I jinx everybody.” 
Connor didn’t jinx the Chicago Bears. In his association as a 
player with the Windy City eleven, the Bears won 56 of 95 games.

Today’s slightly rising interest 
rates on mortgage loans should 
not alarm prospective homebuy­ 
ers,

few cents. This advice came to­ 
day from Morton Bodfish, board 
chairm an and president, 
First 
Federal Savings and Loan asso­ 
ciation of Chicago. 
Bodfish explained that the big 
difference in interest cost, is de­ 
termined by whether the family 
is renting, buying or owning its 
home. For example, at a m ort­ 
gage interest rate of 6 per cent, 
interest takes 42 cents out of the 
renter’s housing dollar; 25 cents

HE POINTED out that to the 
producer of homes, on the other 
hand, a rising interest rate makes 
a big difference. It increases the 
cost of money he invests during 
construction and curtails the sup­ 
ply of long term funds which fi­ 
nance his product. As a result, he 
is unable to build as many houses 
as he would otherwise. The re­ 
duced volume increases his pro­ 
duction costs, making it neces­ 
sary to raise prices; this, in turn, 
cuts down his potential market. 
The builders’ stake in mortgage 
rates, in contrast to the home 
buyer’s, 
therefore, is high in­ 
deed. 
Bodfish said that there is a def­ 
inite 
relationship 
between 
the 
building 
business 
and money 
rates in the Chicago area. Build­ 
ing volume and interest rates 
change from one year to the next. 
When the mortgage rate rises, 
building volume falls; when the 


rate goes down, volume goes up. 
The real concern of the home 
building industry about the cur­ 
rent rise in money costs, it was 
explained, is the fact that rates 
and volume move in opposite di­ 
rections. 
“While 
interest rates 
varied 
less than ten per cent from the 
average <4.9 per cent in 1950 and 
5.7 per cent in 1959) during these 
last ten years, the number of 
new units built varied about 20 
per cent (between 33,000 in 1951 
and 53,000 in 1955) 
from 
the 
average,” Bodfish stated. “ Build­ 
ing volume, in other words, is 
twice as susceptible to ups and 
downs as the interest rate.” 
* * * 
THE STUDY of the interest 
! cost was based on the rates for 
conventional mortgages, because 
it reflects the state of the money 
market 
more 
accurately 
than 
FHA and VA rates which are 
fixed by Congress. 
The latter are meaningless un­ 
less adjusted for the mortgage 
discount the home builder must 
absorb in his price to compen­ 
sate for the fixed nominal rate. 
We hardly need to remind our 
readers that paying a lower in­ 
terest rate on a larger sum (by 
the discount) than the builder ac­ 
tually gets, costs the consumer 
just as much as paying the con­ 
ventional rate on the true amount 
of the loan.

Much excitementJ 
has been generated about

material by articles appearing in 
magazines throughout the coun­ 
try. 
What is gibberellic acid? It is 
a chemical produced by a fungus 
originally found on rice plants in 
the Orient. 
Plants infected with 
this fungus grew faster and tall­ 
er, and also bloomed earlier than 
plants not affected. 
It was dis­ 
covered that the chemical 
pro­ 
duced by the fungus if applied to 
healthy plants, would cause this 
unusual growth. 
The chemical is produced com­ 
mercially by growing the fungus 
in a liquid culture medium from 
which the acid is extracted. This 
process is quite similar to the 
process used in making antibio­ 
tics such as penicillin.

Gibberellic acid is sold under 
various trade names, and in vari­ 
ous concentrations of powder or 
liquid. The material is applied to 
plants as a spray or paste in di 
lute concentrations depending on 
the plant being treated. The com­ 
mercial preparations u s u a l l y 
have detailed instructions on pre­ 
paring and applying the material. 
The use of gibberellic acid on 
plants is still in the experimental 
stage. .Some work has shown that 
the material is effective in in­ 
creasing the size of the plants and 
flowers of many annual and per­ 
ennial garden flowers. Dwarfism 
in some plants can be eliminated. 
Some house plants have respond­ 
ed well to applications of the ma­ 
terial, and it has been effective 
in speeding the growth of slow- 
growing perennials and 
woody 
plants. 
Plants vary 
considerably 
in 
their response to treatment with 
the acid. 
Usually, 
the 
stems 
elongate rapidly, and the plant 
takes on a lighter color than 
a 
plant not so treated. Plants seem 
to respond more readily to treat­ 
ment when they are quite small. 
Treatment of seeds and bulbs has 
not been sucessful.

APPLICATIONS to lawn grass­ 
es when accompanied by nitrogen 
fertilization have resulted in an 
increase in the rate of growth by 
the grass, and a more rapid cov­ 
ering of lawn areas. 
Treating plants with too high a 
concentration of the acid pro­ 
duces undesirable effects such as 
w'eak spindly growth and 
poor 
quality flow'ers. Small amounts of 
low concentrations seem to pro­ 
duce desirable effects cm most 
plants. 
Some plants which have

sponded favorably to treatment 
with gibberellic acid are African 
violet, ageratum, geranium, salvia 
and snapdragon.

“North by Northwest” finally got out to our 
neighborhood theatre and Megan, Bridget and I 
were among the first night, first feature audience 
(being three of Alfred Hitchcock’s fondest fans). 
A typical Hitchcock thriller, the movie has hand­ 
some men, sinister men and beautiful women, mag­ 
nificent color photography—with terrifying shots 
of people climbing around after each other at dizzy 
heights or riding down curving mountain roads at 
breakneck speed, and suspense pure and simple 
without a lot of plot to louse it up. 
As you may know, the entire movie is con­ 
cerned with Cary Grant’s trying to escape his 
would-be killers, who believe bim to be some­ 
one else. 
Poor Cary laves perils that make 
Pauline’s look like a Sunday School picnic! He 
Is forcibly made inebriated and sent down a 
mountain road in a convertible. Surviving this 
with no more than a fine for 
speeding 
and 
drunken driving and a night in jail, he subse­ 
quently dodges flying knives, a low’ flying, ma­ 
chine-gunning helicopter and his assassins, as 
he climbs across the famous stone faces at 
Mount Rushmere. 
There is one peril he's not so good at dodging— 
lovely Eva Marie Saint, whom at first we believe 
is befriending him (“befriending’’ is not quite the 


word—“propositioning” is more accurate), 
then 
whom we see to our surprise, being buddy-buddy 
with the killers ( so we know she was just sent to 
throw him off guard and send him to the field with 
the low-flying helicopter), then whom we see, a- 
gain to our surprise, as really an agent of the Fed­ 
eral government. 
Cary is so enchanted, or con­ 
fused, by all this that he is willing to take her for 
better or for worse. 
For the first time in any Hitchcock movi« 
I found parts of this film objectionable—the 
love-making and the dialogue surrounding these 
scenes were about as subtle as a blow torch. 
Fortunately, Megan and Bridget still regard 
such romantic scenes as about as interesting aa 
the non-cartoon commercials on TV. In other 
words, they chose these scenes to go out after 
pop corn, get drinks of water, etc. However, 
their age group was about the only ones who 
did leave their 
seats 
during 
these 
torrid 
scenes—and I wouldn’t call this kind of stuff 
food for thought for the teenagers in the audi­ 
ence. 
This picture is like a roller-coaster ride—if you 
like a breath-taking trip with a thrill a minute, 
you’ll enjoy “North by Northwest.”

Suburban Speeders 


Must Be Curtailed 


Speed is a major cause of auto acci­ 
dents in the United States. It is also 
a problem of* major proportions in the 
northwest suburbs. Exceeding the posted 
speed limit or driving too fast for condi­ 
tions turns up time after time in area 
communities’ police files as the cause of 
accidents involving autos, bicycles, or pe­ 
destrians. 
The phenomenal growth of the north­ 
west suburbs has been accompanied by a 
corresponding increase in automobiles. 
For example, in every community there 
are more vehicle stickers issued t h a n 
there are homes. Many communities rate 
increased automobile traffic among the 
top problems facing them. And a leading 
traffic offender is the speeder. 
It appeal's, however, the attitude of 
numerous drivers that evading arrest for 
exceeding the speed limit is something of 
a game. If caught by radar or in a “speed 
trap,” they become indignant, and often 
outraged because they didn’t have a sport­ 
ing chance. 
Speeding is not a game nor is it a 
sport. There is only one rule, a speed limit 
established in the interest of the com­ 
munity. Speeding in excess of this limit 
by one mile an hour is a violation of the 
law7. 
Speed limits are not recommended 
speeds, they are maximum safe speeds 
under ideal conditions. Speed should be 


adjusted accordingly on crowded high­ 
ways or in inclement weather. Regardless 
of the posted speed limit, ordinances stip­ 
ulate that “safe and reasonable” speeds 
shall be observed at all times. 
With the opening of schools, speed­ 
ers represent a particular threat to stu­ 
dents. Accidents are the leading cause of 
deaths of persons five to 24 years of age, 
with motor vehicle accidents heading the 
list. 
The necessity for coping with area 
speedsters was emphasized by a member 
of Arlington Heights’ village board last 
week when he suggested that a member 
of the board meet with representatives of 
the Traffic Safety Council, police depart­ 
ment, and schools to study the situation. 
Observance of speed limits and traf­ 
fic rules in general is perhaps a l o n g 
range educational process. In the mean­ 
time, how ever, society must be protected, 
and while penologists may debate the de­ 
terring effect of punishment, a more 
stringent enforcement of the law might 
slow things down. 
Several 
communities 
have 
radar 
equipment. Most municipalities provide 
for fines up to $100 for speeders, and a 
state statute allows up to a $500 fine for 
speeding offenses. 
We would welcome the northwest 
suburbs gaining the reputation of a tough 
place in which to get caught speeding. 


Illinois Supreme Court Has 
Earned Plaudits for Action 


Illinois moved toward swifter a n d 
mort efficient administration of justice 
when the Illinois Supreme court announc­ 
ed last week that it had appointed form­ 
er Dean Albert J. Hamo of the Universi­ 
ty of Illinois law school to fill the newly- 
created post of state court administrator 
and Dean John C. Fitzgerald of Loyola 
university law school as deputy admnis- 
tratory, to work wth the operation of 
Cook county courts. 
After the public evidenced its desire 
for court reform in the “Blue Ballot” ref­ 
erendum, the legislature, with the active 
support of the Supreme court, enacted a 
program streamlining the operation of the 
Illinois courts. Administrators, to super­ 
vise and study court operation, have been 
a key feature of many such programs 
In the Federal court system and in other 
states. Deans Hamo and Fitzgerald both 
have outstanding reputations as legal 
scholars and administrators. Neither has 
been known for political activity. 


Further evidencing the court’s de­ 
termination to achieve substantial prog­ 
ress under the new system, was the ap­ 
pointment of Henry P. Chandler, to serve 
as interim administrator until Dean Har- 
no can take over his new duties in Sep­ 
tember, 1960. Chandler served as the first 
administrator of the United States courts 
from 1939 to 1956 and is a past president 
of the Chicago Bar association. 
The chief justice explained that the 
interim appointment was made because 
the court wanted to get under way with 
the new operation immediately, saying, 
“The public wants something done about 
the court system.”

nothing could be further from 
the truth. No one deplores 
more than I the vast strides 
toward 
centralized 
govern­ 
ment, particularly in connec­ 
tion with 
the extension 
of 
federal power and control, 
which have been taken in our 
nation during the last 
25 
years. Also, no one Is more 
emphatically opposed to cur­ 
rent proposals, such as fed­ 
eral aid to education, which 
would further augment this 
trend. 
Wrhat Mr. Reinecke perhaps 
overlooks is that if we are to 
preserve local government, we 
must see that it functions fair­ 
ly and effectively. In order to 
do this. we must see both that 
able and honest men are elect­ 
ed to local office and that the 
structure and organization of 
local government are kept up 
date with the time in which we 
live. Mr. Reinecke himself ad­ 
mits that up until a few years 
ago Addison township’s organ­ 
ization called for only a part­ 
time Assessor and that as a 
result of this the Addison town­ 
ship assessments were a mess.

THERE 
CAN BE 
nothing 
sacred about a form of town­ 
ship 
government which was 
established by the legislature 
in the nineteenth century to ac­ 
commodate what was then an 
almost entirely rural popula­ 
tion. Because of the rural na­ 
ture of things at that time, 
with the accompanying lack of 
good roads and fast transpor­ 
tation, it was probably neces­ 
sary to have control over as­ 
sessments 
vested 
exclusively 
in a township assessor. Today, 
however, DuPage county has 
become predominantly urban 
and more and more af its area 
is continually being absorbed 
within the boundaries of in­ 
corporated cities and villages. 
This absorption 
is 
d u e to 
our tremendous population in­ 
crease and not to the trend 
toward centralized government. 
As more and more area is in­ 
cluded within a ir cities and 
villages, the role of township 
government lessens, with the 
Assessor being the only town­ 
ship official whose duties com­ 
pletely encompass both incor­ 
porated 
and 
unincorporated 
areas. 
When a county’s population 
becomes as large and as 
dense as that of DuPage has 
now7 become, there is no rea­ 
son for tolerating wide varia­ 
tions in the assessments of 
similar properties either in 
the same township or differ­ 
ent townships. In order for 
the assessments in such a 
county to be made fairly and 
kept constantly up to date it 
Is necessary that the county’s 
assessments be p l a c e d un­ 
der the control of one man 
elected for that purpose. Such 
a County Assessor should be 
paid a salary 
of at least 
$12,006 per year and should 


be provided with an adequate 
budget for his office by the 
County Board, instead of be­ 
ing dependent upon whatever 
budget is voted by those at­ 
tending the annual t o w n 
meetings. 
Mr. 
Reinecke 
might even be the man to 
fill this job. He probably has 
the ability to do so, and the 
job would be an important 
enough one that perhaps he 
would not feel the need, in 
order to satisfy his ego, to 
promote such things as a 
township building and 5 full­ 
time 
deputies 
to 
perform 
duties which are carried out 
with comparable results by 
only two deputies in larger 
York township. 
It is true that the County 
Assessor plan would lessen con­ 
trol by the citizens over the 
Assessor’s budget, but this is 
an item which should not be 
permitted to vary widely up­ 
ward and downward, depend­ 
ing upon which minority group 
is able to get more of its mem­ 
bers to attend the town meet­ 
ing in a given year. However, 
all large and unusual local gov­ 
ernment 
budgetary 
m atters, 
such as the purchase or con­ 
struction of a building, should 
always be subject to a refer­ 
endum of the voters. The use 
of tile referendum should be 
extended in this connection in 
order to strengthen democratic 
participation in local govern­ 
ment. On this point. I believe 
that tile change made in our 
state school law 2 years ago 
so that school boards can now 
purchase land without a refer­ 
endum was a step in the wrong 
direction.

AS TO MR. Reinecke’s state­ 
ment that the majority of citi­ 
zens are not exercising their 
right to vote, this may be true 
in our township elections, de­ 
spite the fact that the last two 
of these elections were highly 
contested. However, a fact that 
can not be ignored is that in 
the 
last 
Bensenville 
village 
election 
almost 2,300 
voters 
went to the polls out of be­ 
tween 3,000 ad 3,500 who were 
eligible. The difference is prob­ 
ably due largely to the greater 
impact of village government 
felt by the average citizen. 
The Illinois legislature has 
done much in recent years to 
enable city and village govern­ 
ments to function in keeping 
with modern times. It has also 
greatly modernized our school 
laws, particularly by providing 
for the consolidation of school 
districts which has resulted in 
the elimination of a large num­ 
ber of small and inefficient dis­ 
tricts in Illinois in the last 20 
years.

ernment in Illinois is long over­ 
due.

We believe that many people 
of Rolling Meadows have be­ 
come confused by the two sep­ 
arate 
recent 
drives 
of 
the 
Friends of the Library of Roll­ 
ing Meadows and the library 
board of Rolling Meadow's. We 
would like to attempt, briefly, 
to differentiate between the two 
in the realms of service, re­ 
sponsibility and powers. 


Friends of the Library of 
Rolling Meadows is an inde­ 
pendent auxiliary group dedi­ 
cated to promote the develop­ 
ment of the Rolling Meadows 
public library. In most com­ 
munities, there is a Friends 
of the Library group connect­ 
ed with their libraries, many 
times organizing them, some­ 
times preceding, and some­ 
times succeeding the official 
library organization. In our 
case, our group was organ­ 
ized In September, 1957, in 
an open meeting of interested 
citizens. 


We in Rolling Meadows are 
doubly fortunate because, be­ 
ing a city, we have within our 
governmental 
framework the 
tools to make a library a reality 
without a costly referendum. 
Using these tools, our mayor 
with the approval of the city 
council, has appointed a care­ 
fully selected library board and 
invested in them the power and 
responsibility of making deci­ 
sions as to place, time and 
personnel as well as the cost 
of bringing us the library serv­ 
ice which was universally felt 
needed. Our library board has 
subsequently conducted a suc­ 
cessful 
fund 
raising 
drive 
which will nearly provide the 
rent and utilities costs needed 
to operate until tax funds are 
available.

THE ROLE of the Friends 
of the Library of Rolling Mead­ 
ows, though separate, has also 
been important in this frame­ 
work of development, and will 
continue to be important for 
many years to came, until, like 
a grown man no longer needs 
his foster parents, a fully de­ 
veloped library no longer needs 
a helping hand.

dues of our organization at 
that time were pledged to be 
used for books, supplies and 
equipment when our city pro­ 
vided the library. 


At the time af the member­ 
ship drive, 
over IOO names 
were enlisted of people who 
would like to actively support 
our library by donating their 
time if called upon to help cat­ 
alog books, file, 
or help in 
whatever way they were able.

in the Rolling Meadows library 
board’s fund-raising drive.

WE HAVE recently complet­ 
ed the listing of our member­ 
ship and have turned over to the 
library board a copy of the 
names of these volunteers to 
assist them in the huge job of 
putting our library books in 
order under the guidance of the 
librarian selected by them.

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*59 Crop Production To Approach Record

Total United States crop pro­ 
duction for 1959 will be near the 
record set last year. But some 
crops are much larger than those 
of 1958, while Others are smaller. 
Com and cotton production es­ 
pecially is larger. The smaller 
crops include wheat, oats, barley, 
sorghum grain, soybeans, flax- 
ieed and hay. 
The production index for all 
erops now is calculated at 117, 
or only I point less than last 
year’s record. This index is based 
on 1947-1949 equal IOO. 


THE INDEX of yields per acre 
for 28 leading crops is figured at 
134, only 9 points short of the 
all-time record s e t-a year ago. 
This index also is based on 1947- 
1949 equal IOO. 
Big acreages and good yields 
are combining to make total feed 
grain production about equal to 
or slim ly above the previous 
record set only last year.

Fowl Vaccinations 


Illinois poultrymen bringing in 
new laying flocks should care­ 
fully weigh the pros and cons of 
fowl pox vaccination, said Dr. E. 
I. Pilchard. University of Illinois 
college of veterinary medicine. 
The fowl pox vaccination now7 
used contains live virus and act- 
j ually introduces a milk form of 
this disease. It prevents possible 
serious reactions and losses that 
might occur if the birds were la­ 
ter exposed to the natural in­ 
fection. 
Dr. Pilchard has the following 
suggestions for poultry operators 
with laying flocks: 
1. Vaccinate a laying flock if 
| the disease has caused trouble 
{ on the farm in recent years or i 


j if it appears in the neighborhood. 
2. If you have been carrying 
out a vaccination program dur-1 
ing the past few years, continue 
to vaccinate incoming flocks. 
3. 
Vaccinate 
sometime 
after 
the birds are six weeks old. but 
at least one month before they ; 
start to lay. 
4. Keep traffic around p o u I-! 
try areas to a minimum. 
5. If the disease threatens an 
unvaccinated laying flock, use pi­ 
geon pox vaccine. The protection 
provided by this vaccine will not 
last as long as fowl pox vaccine 
because the reaction to pigeon 
pox vaccine is mild. 
6. Don’t vaccinate against two 


Frequent Feeding 
Of Beef Cattle 
Proves Favorable 


Farm ers with an eye for sav­ 
ing money will be pleased to 
learn that feeding beef cattle six 
times daily rather than once dai­ 
ly has produced favorable effects 
Cattle fed this frequently con­ 
sumed more feed, made faster 
gains and used their feed more 
efficiently. This statem ent is bas­ 
ed on a recent University of Illi­ 
nois feeding trial reported last 
Friday at the Annual University 
of Illinois Cattle Feeders Day. 
W. W. Albert, animal science 
researcher, explained that t h e 
rapid spread of mechanical feed­ 
ing equipment prompted the feed­ 
ing trial. With automatic equip­ 
ment making more frequent feed­ 
ing possible, researchers wanted 
to see if it is practical. 
From the results, it seems that 
frequent feeding doe 
have 
ad­ 
vantages. Cattle in the trial, that 
were fed six times daily, con­ 
sumed 17 per cent more feed per 
head daily than cattle fed twice 
daily. They also made a 21 per 
cent faster gain in addition to 
converting their feed more ef­ 
ficiently. 
• * * 
ANOTHER PHASE of the trial 
compared feeding six times dai­ 
ly versus twice daily and self­ 
feeding. Once again steers fed 
six 
times 
daily 
out-performed 
steers fed twice daily. They con­ 
sumed five per cent more feed, 
gained IO per cent faster and pro­ 
duced a pound of gain on 4.5 per 
cent less feed. 
The self - fed steers consumed 
more feed than either of the two 
groups. But they were intermed­ 
iate in rate of gain and feed ef- 
ficiencey. 
Albert noted also that cattle 
fed six times daily seemed to 
digest their feed more efficiently. 
Even though these results show 
that feeding frequency influences 
feedlot performances. Albert de­ 
clared that further investigations 
are needed to determine the best 
feeding schedules under various 
conditions.

7. In areas where fowl pox has 
been a problem, vaccinate the 
flock as a routine m atter. 
The progress of this disease 
through a flock varies widely. 
It may move rapidly, infecting 
all birds in one month, or it may 
spread slowly, taking all winter 
to move through a flock. 
In individual hens, fowl pox 
infection 
lasts 
several 
weeks. 
During the course of the disease, 
egg production drops off or stops 
entirely, depending of the sever­ 
ity of infection. When the hen re­ 
covers, egg production rises, but 
levels off at a lower rate than 
before the infection.

The Department of Agronomy 
at the University of Illinois was 
established officially August 16, 
1899. Long before that time, how­ 
ever, investigations of crop and 
soil problems had been under 
way. The Morrow’ Plots, 
oldest 
soil experimental plots in Amer­ 
ica, h a d been in existence 33 
years when the departm ent was 
officially recognized. In the opin­ 
ion of P. G. Holden, first head of 
the department, the ward “ agron­ 
omy” was used for the first time 
at Illinois to designate the area 
of work in crops and soil. 
Many persons identified with 
this departm ent have made note­ 
worthy contributions through the 
years. Three striking examples 
in the area of crop production 
are the development of hybrid 
corn, the use of alfalfa as a for­ 
age crop and the rapid expansion 
of soybean crop acreage. 
It has been said that “the star 
of hybrid corn first shone over 
the peaceful campus of the Uni­ 
versity of 
Illinois” . 
Although 
many people have played their 
parts, Edward M urray East, M. 
S. 1904 and Ph.D. 1907, was large­ 
ly responsible for the brilliance of 
that star. Since that time the use 
of new’ hybrids, developed as a 
result of corn breeding research, 
has added 20 bushels an acre to 
Dlinois com yields. 
* 
* 
* 
THE SOYBEAN crop is rela­ 
tively new7 to some areas of the 
United States, but not to Illinois. 
As early as 1896 an Illinois agri­ 
cultural experiment station bul­ 
letin contained results af inves­ 
tigations with this crop, Illinois 
is recognized as the leading state 
in soybean production. For many 
years more acres of soybeans 
wrere grown here than in all other 
states combined. Even now more 
than one-fourth of the soybeans 
grown in the United States are 
raised on Dlinois farms. The tre­ 
mendous popularity of this crop 
began about 1920 as a result of 
research and extension activities. 
Before 1902 alfalfa was believ-

30 and 35 per 
cent moisture. Heifers receiving 
com containing these moisture 
levels made gains of 1.40, 1.43 
and 
1.52 
pounds, 
respectively. 
Heifers getting regular com gain­ 
ed 1.55 pounds daily. 
All regular corn was ground in 
tests made last winter. The high- 
moisture corn wras fed as shelled 
corn as it came from the silo. 
Therefore researchers collected 
no data on the effect of grinding 
high-moisture com.

a few test heifers and found that 
grinding boosted gains by 12 per 
cent. This limited study set the 
stage for the full-scale research 
to be started this winter. It ap­ 
pears that the U. of I. research­ 
ers will find a definite feeding 
value advantage in grinding high- 
moisture corn.

I ed not to be adapted to the soils 
’ and climate of Dlinois. At that 
time the absence af suitable nod­ 
ule bacteria and the need for 
limestone to correct soil acidity 
1 were shown to be responsible for 
alfalfa failures in the state. Now’ 
more than two million acres of 
this crop, seeded alone and in 
mixtures, are grown in Dlinois. 
Many examples could be given 
af outstanding contributions made 
by Dlinois in the field of soil sci­ 
ence: development of one of the 
strongest soil survey programs in 
the United States, establishment 
of the most extensive system of 
field culture experiments by any 
agricultural experiment station, 
and many other firsts. 
The philosophy of soil fertility 
and perm anent agriculture de­ 
veloped by Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins 
was a product of early investi­ 
gations in soils. This philosophy 
wras based on the concept that 
land passed to posterity should 
be richer — not poorer — than 
when it was taken over. 
The most comprehensive soil- 
testing program in the United 
States is the result of research 
conducted 
since 
1920. 
In 1958 
more than two million acres of 
land w’ere tested at 122 extension 
and commercial soil-testing la­ 
boratories. 
As it has done in the past, the 
w’ork of the Agronomy depart­ 
ment will continue to supply Illi- 
i nois farm ers with the kind of
